New claims 31-39 are added as 
requested. Claims 2, 8,18, 20 and 23 are cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1, 3-7, 9-17, 19, 21, 22, and 24-39 are allowed over prior art of record. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is related to establishing and participating in call sessions over a 
packet based network with additional features made available to users in 
communications sessions. The prior art of record Sollee (US 6,757,732) is concerned 
with communications over a packet-based data networks participating in audio-based 
call sessions according to SIP (or H.323) protocol. However, the prior art of record fails 
to disclose unique method steps of " receiving user defined rules over a user interface 
and comparing the information, in a received call request, with user defined rules and, 
consequently, invoking the web browser based on comparing the information with user 
defined rules ", rendering claims 1,17, 25, 29, 30 and 31 allowable.
